PARIS, Feb. 21.—If the assassin’s 
bullet, supplemented by the ad- 
vanced years of Premier Clemen- 
ceau, should prove fatal or incapa- 
citate the “grand young man of 
France” from further activitres at 
the Peace Conference the framing of 
the settlement will be greatly re- 
tarded. It will slow up the work at 
the Qual d'Orsay and doubtless will 
affect to some extent its final terms. 

Three men—Clemenceau, Lioyd 
George and Wilson— are supreme at 
the peace table. They predominate 
so powerfully that they are the 
real architects of the world settle- 
ment. For two months they have 
worked together until they know 
each other's minds on the great 
problems confronting the Peace 
Conference. For one to drop out 
would mean a slowing up. 

For the present there is little of- 
fect, for Wilson ts away and loyd 
George is in London. AfMairs are 
at something of a stalemate, while 
the lesser luminaries, through com- 
mittees,/inquire into peice tadie 
questions. If the big three should 
be reduced and someone were to 
replace Clemenceau much of the 
foundation work would have to be 
performed again. 

DIFFERENT TYPES. 

Clemenceau, Lieyd George and 
Wilson are three absolutely differ- 
ent types and the change would 
mean the adjustment of new mental 
reactions which might affect the 
terms of settlement when they 
finally emerge. 

For example, Clemenceau in 
many respects is the antithesis of 
Wilson. The Frenchman !s a 
aggressive fighter. 

No one in the French delegation 
measures up to Clemenceatt as a 
volcanic intellectual force. If Clem- 
enceau drops out Pichon, the For- 
Minister, undoubtedly will 
take his place as president of the 
Peace Conference, but, able as 
Pichon is, he is not Clemenceau any 
more than Lansing is Wil'son.

“At this distance from Washing- 
ton, while traveling night and day, 
or addressing large audiences tour 
and five times a day at the con- 
sresses, it is dificult to secure ac- 
curate advices of statements and 
events occurring in Washington and 
elsewhere. This necessarily delays 
answer to questions put and charges 
made by opponents of the league in 
the Senate and elsewhere. Even 
now I have not secured an authen- 
tie account in full of Senator 
Borah's so-called open letter to me 
in reference to the Monroe Doctrine, 
or the charges against me said to 
have been made by Senator Poin- 
dexter, but I wish now to answer 
them with such limited advices as 
I have hed as to their nature. 

“I observe that I have been mis- 
quoted in the dispatches from San 
Francisco. I have been made to gay 
that I would not trust Senators op- 
posing this treaty overnight. What 
I said was this: I vielded to no man 
in my profound respect for the Con- 
stitution of the United States as the 
greatest fundamental! instrument 
ever struck from the brain of man. 
but it made me impatient to see a 
perversion of its meaning and pur- 
pose urged in order to keep this 
great country out a covenant to se- 
cure peace among men; that among 
those engaged in this were men 
Whose adherence to the guaranties 
of civil liberty in that great instru- 
ment and the means of maintaining 
them through the courts, had not 
been conspicuous in the past, and 
whose disposition to amend or weak- 
en them ig the past made me fee! 
that I would hesitate to trust them 
with the Constitution overnight. 


NARROW VISION. 


“I have said that these who op- 
pose the covenant on the ground 
that we should maintain the  so- 
called policy against entangling al- 
liances and would withdraw us again 
into an impossible status of world 
isolation without responsibility for 
the peace of the world, have a nar- 
row vision of our national duty. The; 
fail to realize our enormous power 
of assistance to the world in secur- 
ing peace by concert. Thus they 
minimize America's proper part as a 
factor in the advance of civilization. 
They thereby belittle America and 
become little Americans. 

“In reference to Senator Borah's 
question whether I would recom- 
mend an amendmert to the covenant 
of Paris specificaliy reserving from 
ita restriction any limitation of the 
power of the United States to en- 
foree the Monroe Doctrine, I have to 
say that I believe the whole spirit 
and essence of the covenant is not 
only to preserve the Monroe Doc- 
trine in the Western Hemisphere, 
but also to extend it to the world. 
and to, give it the sanction not of 
the United States alone, but also of 
the whole League of Nations. This 
is particularly and specifically 
shown in article ten of the covenant. 

ARTICLE TEN. 

“If u be said that article ten 
does not prevent a foreign nation 
from buying its wy into territorial 
ownership and political power in 
the Western Hemisphere, without 
the consent of the United States and 
other American powers, then I doubt 
not that before the covenant is 
signed and embodied in the treaty of 
peace, the concert of nations at 
Paris will consent to have such *@ 
provision inserted and, of course, 1 
would favor this. But personally I 
am confident that without this spe- 
‘cific provision, the league would 
under the covenant as it is, maintain 
the justice and wisdom of the whole 
Monroe Doctrine. Now does Senator 
Borah agree to support the league if 
the specific amendment he asks be 
adopted? 

“In respect to the charge that the 
Carnegie peace foundation is paying 
me or is financing in any wy these 
congresses, I have only to say that 
it ie utterly false. The expenses of 
the trip and of the whole Nationa! 
League to Enforce Peace are met 
by a fund of voluntary contributions 
of its members. The Carnegie fund 
has not contributed a dollar to that 
fund. The ten speakers who have 
ttended league congresses on the 
circuit have not received a cent of 
compensation for a month of hard 
work. They have had their travel- 
ling expenses paid from the league 
funds to which they have them- 
selves made substantial contribu- 
tions.” 

BORAH OPPOSES LEAGUE.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Criti- 
cising the League of Nations as the 
“most radical departure” from Presi- 
dent Washington's policies, and es 
spelling the end of the Monroe Doc- 
trine, Senator Borah of Idaho, Re- 
publican member of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, declared today in 
the Senate before the plan was 
adopted the American people should 
be allowed to pase upon it. 

The Idaho Senetor, who recently 
declined President Wilson's invita- 
tion to a White House conference 
to disquss the league constitution. 
insisted the United States should 
cling steadfastly to Americanism as 
established” by the fathers and as 
defined recently by former President 
Roosevelt. He chaygged former Pres- 
ident Taft with making misleading 
statements about the effect of the 
league plan on American policies. 

When Senator Borah concluded, an 
unusual demonstration occurred. 
While crowded galleries applauded, 
Senators And visiting Representatives 
crowded around the Senator seek- 
ing to congratulate him. Among the 
Senators were several Democrats, in- 
cluding Thomas of Colorado, Gore 
of Oklahoma, Smith of Georgia and 
Vardaman of Mississipp!. 

WOULD "GAG" WILSON. 

Before Mr. Borah spoke, Senator 
Sherman of Illinois, Republican, in- 
troduced e resolution proposing that 
the Senate request President Wilson 
not to discuss the league until after 
he confers with the Senate, the co- 
ordinate treaty-making branch. and 
to “preserve an impartial and un- 
biased mind” on the situation. 

Tomorrow the attack on the league 
in the Senate is to be continued, 
with Senator Reed of Missouri, Dem- 
ocrat, Dee. Senator Hitchcock, 
chairman gt e Foreign Relations 
Committees and Senator Lewis of

PLANS OUTLINED 


Davison Explains Interna- 
tional Red Cross, 


W ould Bring All Mercy Organ- 
izations Together. 


Wilson Radios Approval of 
Extended Efforts. 


(BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A P.} 
PARIS, Feb. 21.—Members of 
peace delegations of all powers in- 
terested in the proposed League ot 


Nations, and Ambassadors and 
ministers from various countries, 
with several hundred Allied and 


neutral newspaper representatives, 
at a dinner today heard H. P. 
Davison of the American Red Cross 
eutline international Red Cross 
Plans for world welfare. He has 
been named chairman of a com- 
mittee of Red Cross societies rep- 
resenting the organizations in the 
United States, Great Britain, Italy, 
France and Japan, “to formulate 
and propose to Red Cross societies 
of the world a programme of ex- 
tended Red Cross activities in in- 
terest of humanity.’ 

Mr. Davison read this radiogram 
from President Wilson: 

1 sincerely regret I am not in 
Fart to join in expressing support 
and approval of the plans an- 
nounced for co-ordinating and ex- 
tending efforts of the Red Cross 
Societies of the World. I have been 
familiar with these plans from,their 
inception. They contain t pos- 
#ibilities for lessening and prevent- 
ing distress among all peoples. 

“This would be enough to justify 
utmost effort, but there wm a 
further promise that joint efforts * 
the Red Cross societies acting | 
concert will hasten and broaden the 
Spread of fraternal feeling among 


the peoples. 
“For these two reasons I am 
heartily in accord with the step 


row to be taken, to bring together. 
through Red Cross Societies of the 
World, all those forces which in this 
way can be directed toward leben- 
ing the sufferings and burdens ot 
humanity wherever and in whatever 
form they may exist. I sincerely 
trust that plans now to be an- 
nounced may have the support and 
active assistance of all govern- 
ments and all peoples before whom 
they may be brought.” 
SCOPE IS EXPLAINED. 

A memorandum distributed 
among guests told of what the com-

“Il am one of those who be- 
lieve 99 per cent. of the people of 
the world are not interested pri- 
marily in questions of boundary, in 
questiong of economic or financial 
treaties, in questions of government 
and internationa! relations. Peace 
to them means peace of mind and 
peace of body. They desire to live 
a normal life and ta be permitted to 
carry on their vocations without un- 
lawful or unreasonable interfer- 
ence.” 

Mr. Davison alluded to work of 
Allied Red Cross Societies and the 
countries represented in them, in- 
cluding America, with its 47,000,000 
contributors. He continued: 

“As soon as the armistice was 
signed, we, Who were informed con- 
cerning the crying needs of the 
world, felt an impelling obligation 
to get together for the purpose of 
finding a way of contributing to the 
world the benefit of our experience, 
with the purpose of co-ordinating 
efforte of all Red Crosse Societies of 
the world in the interest of man- 
kind. It seemed to us, that with a 
League of Nations based upon high 
ideals, there should be developed in 
every country an active Red Cross 

y for the purpose of doing 
everything possible to endeaver, not 
only to cure disease, but so far as 
practicable to cleanse the world and 
prevent disease and suffering. 

PLAN I8 SIMPLE, 

Jam fearful that if I were to 
stop here you would rate me as a 
theoretical idealist, but I am con- 
fident that when you become fully 
informed of the plan which we shall 
present, you will find it not only 
simple in design, but easy of execu- 
tion. I Will relate it as briefly as 
possible. 

“The. Red Cross organizations of 
the five great powers represented 
here tonight recently held a con- 
ference at Cannes, where views were 
exchanged and a genera! programme 
adopted. We adjourned from 
Cannes to Geneva, where we called 
upon the International Red Cross. 

“After the conference at Geneva 
we of the Red Cross organizations 
constituted ourselves anew: to be 
known as the ‘Committee of Red 
Cross Societies’ to formulate and to 
propose to the Red Cross Societies 
of the World a programme of Red 
Crose activities in the interest of 
humanity. 

“The International Committee has 
called a conference of Red Croas 
Bocieties of the World to be held in 
Geneva thirty days after peace shal! 
have been declared. 

“Our committee will now adjourn 
to Cannes, where we will devote 
ourselves to formulation of a pro- 
gramme to be submitted at the Ge- 
neva conference. | 

TO STUDY DISEASES. 


“Our present thought is that our 
first efforts should cover the sub- 
jects of public health and sanita- 
tion, tuberculosis, nursing, child 
welfare and malaria and certain 
other infectious diseases. There 
would be developed at Geneva an 
organization which would receive 
from every Red Cross Society in the 
world information of interest and 
importance bearing upon various 
subjects in which th were inter- 
ested. This organization would im- 
mediately communicate such infor- 
mation to every other Red Cross or- 
ganization. 

“It is expected that there will be 
established in Geneva a bureau 
which will devote itself, not to the 
actual study of human diseases, but 
to the co-ordination of the results 
of such studies. This bureau would 
be kept informed of the work done 
by the research specialists of the 
world and would itself keep the 
research bureaus fully informed of 
all of the work being done. 

“Any pertinent development or 
Giscovery of importance in science 
would at once be transmitted to 
Geneva and from there in turn im- 
mediately transmitted to every Red 
Cross organization in the world. The 
result of this programme may be 
briefly stated under three heads: 

OBJECTS TO BE ATTAINED. 

“First, it would awaken the neo- 
ples in every country of the world 
to a sense of their obligation to 
their fellowmen and there would 


| awakening to the needs within that 
country and a determination to 
meet them as far as possibie. 

“Becond, it would throw light on 
the darkest corners of the éarth 
and would give to all the world the 
full benefit of scientific study and 
experience in the prevention and 
cure of disease. 

“Third, it would make possible 
immediate co-operation on the part 
of various organizations to render 
ald when necessary in the case of 
great disasters. 

“If it had been possible to effect 
this organization two years -ago it 
is conceivable that there would be 
going today to the various countries 
now in distress supplies and aid 
which would give comfort to and 
restore to health millions of people 
who canont now be cared for. No 
one knows how many millions have 
died during the last year from in- 
fluenza. I have been told that the 
losses of India in the war were about 
100,000 and that deaths from in- 
fluenza in that country alone are 
estimated to be about 2,590,000, 

CITES INFLUENZA. 

It the organization which we are 
Planning had been operating a year 
ago, it would have been in a post- 
tion to know of the start of this 
unprecedented and terrible wave of 
disease which has swept around the 
world. It would have called upon 
experta best qualified to study the 
disease, and would have requested 
them to report plans for the cam- 
paign against it, and through ef- 
ficient organizations could probebly 
have stopped or stayed its progress 
and undoubtedly have saved num- 
berless lives. 

“One of the strongest features of 
the plan, ae I see it, ie that it en- 
courages all endeavor. It can create 
no jealousies. It conflicts with no 
societies, and involves an expendi- 
ture trifling in ount when com- 


pared with the us to be ob- 
tained.”

REBUILD SELF. 


Little Commercial Aid to be 
Sought from Us. 


Settled at Home. 


Liberated Regions’ Ministry 
Handling Situation.

WASHINGTON (D. Feb. 20.—

the way of commercia! aid from the 
United States in reconstructing her 
Gevastated regions, according te Dr.

Cer- 
taim raw materials may be needed, 
and im the long run France is apt to 
find that she cannot get long with- 
Out a variety of American-menu- 
factured goods; but for the present, 
ie the opinion of Dr. Williams, 
American business men wil! only be 
Wasting their efforts by attempting 
te gain a hold on the French recon- 
struction markets. 


This news comes as a great disap- 
‘peintment to many American tusi- 
ness men. who have been counting 
Be = doing this very thing.

Gweulated that our increased fa- 
Giiities for production, bullt up by 
the war, would undoubtedly be kept

regions. 

“Bo much will be needed for re- 
Construction on the other Ade we 
have frequently been told by some- 
one whe appeared to speak with eu- 
thority, “that our factories Will have 
eli they can do to supply it. Why,

The Germens carted 
it all away with them.” Thus was 
stilled the small, pessimistic voice 
of any prophet who hinicd at re- 
trenchment or at the possibility of 
unemployment. 

In One perticular, the person 
whe spoke with authority was really 
authoritative. Much is undoubtedly 
needed to reconstruct France. Harms. 
Weiteres, power plants, schools, 
churches, homes, furniture, garden 
teols, kitchen utensils, whole vil- 
tages have been swept away by the 
war.

This area con- 
tained some of the nation’s best agri- 
eultural land, some of its richest iron 
and-coal mines, and some of its 
hest factories. According to the 
estimates made by government en- 
gineers and agricultural epeciglists, 
over 250.000 acres of the farm iand 
have been rendered unfit for farm- 
ing purposes by the war, and ap- 
proximately 5500 farms have been 
tetally destroyed 
Most of these farms belonged to 
factory workers, who had 
— the money to buy them out of 
thelr earnings and who had con- 
Sieued to work in the factories 
while they put the farme upon «4 
work basis. They represented an 
initial investment of about $1600 
per farm. Now, however, farm 
values have greatly risen in France, 
@ue to the scarcity of food, and it 
is ettimated that the same type of 
farm would be worth £3200, which 
Gees mot include the value of any 
bulidings that might be on it.

AN FRANCISCO, Feb. 21.-—A big 
rainstorm with an accompaniment 
of one of the heaviest snowstorms of 
the season in the mountains unex- 
pectedly made its appearance over 
Northern California this evening.

—arriving at Hoboken on the Iith 
inst.

border-line cases, while the mentally 
brightest are as a rule the most dif- 
ficult to control and are the ones 
subject to outbursts of hysteria, tem- 
per and riots. An individual course 
of education has to be arranged for 
nearly every one of the 136 girls in 
the school, it is said. The hydrothe-
